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In your Notice of FPraposed Rule Making, the Commission has 
set aside the 2400-2402 MHz frequencies for Amateur 
Satellite operation. We need protection from Fart 15 Devices 
in this frequency range as Satellite signals are very weak. 
This region needs to be expanded in frequency to accommodate 
EME and other weak signal work. The frequency assignments 
for weak signal work need to be removed as far from the ISM 
allocations as possible. 
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If the Public is to benefit from new technology they will 
need a large pool of trained Scientists, Engineers, and 
Technicians to bring new products to the market place. The 
Commission in past actions, has wisely provided for training 
of Scientists, Engineers, and Technicians as stated in Part 
97,1 (8),(C), and (D?) of the Amateur Radio Service. I 
therefore recommend that the Commission, in the Public 
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interest, assign the 2390 to 2450 MHz frequency spectrum to 
the Amateur Radio Service on a primary basis with Part 15 
users allowed above 2402 MHz. The auctioning off of 
frequency spectrum with out providing the human resources to 
develop new technology is shart sighted and will not produce 
the best utilization of the frequency spectrum.
